If, as is popularly boliovod, foreign i 
era are entitled to vote at tho ap-, 
proaohing Munioipal Election, women 
and iciDors who liiivo paid tbo Muni- 
cipal rates may also leg' liy r-oord 
VOte<t in favor ot one or ollior of tSio 
oaodidales, beoaose the cluase that 
enfranobise') one olasa of rate'payers, 
neooBBarilly entraDohisos all, provided 
there be no special exoeption, which 
there is not in this ease The olauso 
in tb9 new Ord'nanco nnder which 
it is olnioaed thai foreigoers are gifted 
with tht) franchido, reads " That tbo 
persons oniiiloii to vote thereat [tho 
coming vlection] shall bo saoh persons 
as shall atlh^ lime of election have 
paid all tho Mm tcipal rates and taxes 
then duo by them." If wo acc 'pt tho 
popular cotiKirucii m placed upon tho 
Act as correct, women and miiiorfl 
must enji)y the suino privilege. Wo 
coniend, however, that neither of tho 
throe oluHHofl will k-gaily ho cntiiloii to 
volo on thu O.li, hut that, at any (-uc- 
ceoding election foreigners . will be 
eniiilcd, becau-e such election will be 
hold untior the provis ona of the now 
Ordinunco which prescribes Iho fol- 
lowing as tho quulificat'O'ifl nece-'Bary 
to consiiiuio a voter : "Firat, being a 
male of full age ; seoond, three montbb' 
renidenoe in the Colony of British 
Oolumbia; third, being at the time of 
tendering bis vote rated on the Mw 
nioipal Assessment Koil ot the city ; 
fourth, having paid all assessments 
due np to the tix e of voting." Bat, 
as wo pointed oat yesterday, tbo Or> 
dinanbe likewise provides that " the 
eleotion of ^ayor and Coanoillors to 
be boldeo on the 8th of November 
nest shall be held according to tho 
provisioiiB cf tho said 'Victoria Incor- 
poration Act, 1862,' save in this respect, 
that tho persons entitled to vale 
thereat Hball bo such pur-ions as shall 
at tbo time of oloction hivo puid all 
manicipal rnioa and taxuH then duo 
by them." Thut ia, tl)o rating quali- 
fication rauHt bo additional to the 
qualificuions requisito to confltituto u 
voter under ibo Act of 1801, tho lirut 
and principal i)rovitioa of which is 
that a voter " must bo a male British 
subject of tall ago." If on the otiier 
band, wo give to thu Ordinance the 
liberal cnnHtruciion that is popularly 
placed upon it, and adtnit all rato- 
puyers to the franchise, we must 
treat all olas^es of ratepayers 
alike. No one regrets the loose 
wording of the Act more than 
ourselves. We bad conGdontly 
hoped that foroignerrt would bo eo- 
franohised by tho Ordinance ; but 
we fear that, notwithstanding tbo bi*Bi 
of intentions on tho part of tho 
Legislative Council, tho Act — ho far 
as tho next eloot;on ia concrnod — 
conifers no suob power as has been 
cliiiiuod.

1 of tbe covenacta and by tba acceplauce of tbe 
rent. Noilher of the above views therefore 
can ba supported in law. But lailing on
